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CUP denied for construction near airport

Upland City Council took the first 
step Monday night to halt proposed 
residential development under the 
approach path to Cable Airport. In a 
split 3-2 vote the council denied a 
request jor a three-month extension ' 
of a conditional use permit for 
modular houses north of 14th Street 
between Mountain and Benson 
avenues, 

The council originally approved a 
mobile home development and then 
approved successive modifications 
noting the difficulty of developing 
the property because of its 
proximity to the airport. 

Council members had indicated 
increasing unhappiness with the 
development which changed from 


mobile homes to modular homes on 
wheels and then to modular homes 
on permanent foundations. 

A final change to a clustered 


’ planned residential development 


apparently moved council members 
George Gibson Ina Petokas, and Hal 
Bailin to deny a ccntinuation of the 
conditional use’ permit. 


Both citizens and council 
members expressed concem over 
law suits for airport noise and the 
possibility of injury in case of an 
aircraft crash. 


Bailin said the council originally 
approved the mobile home park so 
people could move if the situation 
became unlivable. ‘‘f cannot and 
will not agree to a concept putting 


permanent structures in the path of 
runway,’ he added. 

Gibson commented, ‘“I don’t think 
we can go on forever (approving 
time extensions and design concept 
changes). The mobile home 
approach was the best one.”’ 

Planning Director Rod Anderson 
indicated it is unlikely the necessary 
paperwork and pubiic hearings 
could be completed before the 
present conditional use permit 
expires Feb. 16. 

The proposed development 
probably will die when the 
conditional use permit expires, City 
Manager Lee Travers commented 
and added, ‘‘This is not a normal 
situation. It is a very difficult piece 
of property. 


In other action Monday night the 
council: 


—Approved construction changes 
for 24th Street Reservoir piping that 
will cost the city a total of $5,536. 
Revised lengths for a 12-inch 
discharge pipe and a 20-inch outlet 
pipe will cost $3,171. 


The council also approved a $2,364 
change in the 20-inch inlet-outlet 
pipe. The rough mortar-coated 
surface which encourages algae 
growth will be sandblasted and 
covered with zinc and a tank 
solution coating. 


—Approved the purchase of a 
$7,127. off-set press to replace the 
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nine-year-old press now used by the 
city. The press will be purchased 
from available equipment 
replacement funds. 


—Approved annexation of a 3,300- 
square-foot rectangular property 
north of Red Hill golf course. 


—Approved annexation of 19 acres 
east of Wilson Avenue and north of 
the present city limits. Both 
annexations will become effective 
as soon as they are recorded with 
the state. : 


—Continued to the Jan. 19 meeting 
a consideration of final approval for 
a subdivision map for a tract south 
of 16th Street between Mountain and 








Benson avenues. The developers 
asked for the continuation because 
they were not aware of a city 
requirement that the developers 
maintain parkways for two years. 


—Approved a tentative tract map 
for 21 lots on 10 acres at the 
northeast corner of San Antonio 
Avenue and 18th Street in a proposed 
single-family residential zone with a 
minimum lot size of 15,00 square 
feet. 


—Approved tentative parcel maps 
for four parcels and two parcels, 
both southwest of Sullivan Street 
and Kelly Avenue in a single-family 
residential zone with a minimum lot 
size of 10,000 square feet.

Dillingham pottery, which takes 
its inspiration from American 
Indian pottery, will be shown at 
Chaffey College’s Rex W. Wignall 
Museum -, Gallery through Feb. 6. 

The exhibit will open 8 p.m. 
tonight with a reception sponsored 
by the Chaffey Community College 
Museum - Gallery Auxiliary. 

Potter Rich Dillingham, who is 
working toward a master of fine 
arts degree at Scripps College, tries 
to produce ceramic pieces with the 
same vitality and energy as 
American Indian pottery. 

As an elementary school student 
Dillingham was fascinated with 
Indian pottery and eventually 
worked with Indian potters in New 
Mexico and Arizona. 

Although he does not imitate 
Indian pottery, Dillingham 
combines many of the Indian 
techniques with Raku to produce his 
work. 

Like the Indians, Dillingham does 
not use a potter’s wheel or kiln. His 
pots are formed by the coil process 
in. combination with slab and 
pinching techniques. 

Although he sometimes uses 
commercial materials, Dillingham 
digs is hown Southwest clay, which 
comes in colors from gray and white 


‘to red and almost black. 


He packs dried cow dung around 
the clay pot and sets it afire. The pot 
is fired for an hour. 


Dillingham said, ‘‘I can get the 
color I want by how much fuel I usé 
and where. But there’s always 
something unexpected to some 
accident occurs and that’s what 
makes it so exciting.” 


Dillingham pottery is included in 
major collections at the Museum of 
Albuquerque, University Art 
Museum at New Mexico, and 
university museums in Utah, 
Nebraska and Arizona. He earned 
his bachelor of fine arts degree from 


the University of New Mexico.

Upland’s March 2 municipal 
election will see a contest between 
incumbent Mayor Abner Haldeman 
and a former mayor Councilman 
George Gibson. 

Both are running for a four-year 
term as mayor with Haldeman 
seeking to repeat his victory as 
Upland’s first elected mayor. 

Both Haldeman and Gibson served 
as council-designated mayor before 
the position was determined. by 
voters. 

Four candidates have filed for the 
City Council seat vacated by Gibson. 
Candidates for the four-year term 
include: Isabelle Contreras, 
secretary of Los Olivos Community 
Council; Jerry L. Morris, vice 
chairman of the Upland Planning 
Commission; Howard McGarry, 
board chairman for the West End 
Council for Human Services; and 
William L. Bottin, management 
consultant. 

Incumbent Robert A. Thrall is 
running unopposed for re-election 
as city treasurer, Business 
administrator Mary Lucas is 
challenging incumbent City Clerk 
Doreen K. Carpenter for the four- 
year term as city clerk. 

Also on the March 2 ballot voters 
will decide whether to grant Upland 
fire employes an improved 
retirement. system that would 


increase the city tax rate 
approximately six cents. 

In a split 3-2 decision Monday 
night the City Council voted to let 
residents decide the matter. The 
council previously had denied the 
fire fighters’ request for the ballot 
measure by a 2-2 vote with Gibson 
absent. . 

In Monday night’s reversal of that 
denial, Haldeman, Gibson and 
Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
voted to allow fire fighters to take 
their request to voters for approval.

The 38-year-old father of two sons - ages 11 and 14 - 
radiates an exuberance. He dresses in an impeccable, 
causal fashion, and a large cross hangs around his neck. 
It was given him by some young people. 

Taylor started smoking marijuana when he was 
between 11 and 12 years old. He believes his parents’ 
divorce was the beginning of his downfall. 

Taylor said he began to spend all his spare time around 
drug addicts and got to smoking marijuana frequently. It 
wasn’t a couple of years before he had graduated to 
barbiturates, and by the time he was 16, he had moved 
into ‘‘the big time” — heroin. 

At first, he was only ‘‘chipping’’ with heroin. But then 
it was once every day, and then twice. 

“I was strung out pretty good by the time I was 18. All 
during this time I getting into trouble — in one thing and 
out another,” he recalled, explaining how he got the 
money for his habit. He ran afoul of the law by hustling 
cars, and he cheated people in a carnival booth where he 
worked. 

At the height of his heroin usage, he was spending 
about $18-$20 a day in an area where illegal drugs were 
readily available. That same habit today — 20 years later 
— would cost $60, he noted. 

Taylors’ life became revolutionary. One night when he 
went home and his mother and little brother started 

telling him about how they had accepted Jesus. “JT just 
more or less kind of made light of it,” he remembered. 
‘But they started praying for me. Finally with the help

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America knows of the ex- 
ploits of her early settlers 
— the explorers who fanned 
out across an untamed 
wilderness with gufis and 
axes. We know less about an 
equally-fearless group of 
pioneers — the early 
naturalists who ventured 
into the same unknown, 
hostile land with sketch 
pads and easels. 

The work of these 
naturalist-artists is 
featured in a new Bicenten- 
nial book published by the 
National Wildlife Federa- 
tion, ‘‘The History of 
Wildlife in America.” 

The 208-page book con- 
tains more than 225 full- 
color illustrations tracing 
the wildlife heritage of the 
United States from the time 
the first humans crossed 
the Bering Strait from Asia 
into Alaska. A collector’s 
item for both art and nature 
lovers, the book 
demonstrates that the U.S. 
owes a debt to its pioneer 
artists as well as its ex- 
plorers, for without their 
works we would know far 
less about early America. 


Their wildlife art is 
presented in six special 
portfolios, which accom- 
pany six historical chapters 
written by naturalist-author 
Hal Borland, in the careful- 
ly - researched volume. 


The earliest outdoor ar- 
tists traveled the length of 
the Atlantic Coast during 
the Colonial era, from the 
late 1500s to the Revolution. 
Among the first of these 
was John White, A Roanoke 
colonist and later governor. 
His watercolors of Indian 
life and wildlife gave both 
Europeans and new settlers 
some of their first glimpses 
of the New World. 


Other artists who made 
their contribution to 
America’s wildlife heritage 
were: John Lawson, an 
adventurer who roamed the 
Carolians 1701-1708 
sketching wildlife; William 
Bartram, (son of America’s 
first native botanist, John 
Bartram) who covered 5.- 
000 miles of the Southeast 
on foot and horseback and 
wrote ‘‘Travels’’; and Mark 
Catesby, whose two-volume 
“Natural History,’’ publish- 
ed in 1743, contained his 
observations of wildlife 
from Virginia to the

The new settlers were 
particularly entranced with 
the birds of North America, 
according to ‘‘The History 
of Wildlife in America.” 
Alexander Wilson, a Scotch- 
born Philadelphian, set out 
in the early 1800s to record 
every bird on the continent 
and eventually published his 
nine-volume ‘‘American Or- 
nithology.’’ Following in his 
footsteps was the legendary 
John J. Audubon, who 
traveled the U.S. from 1827 
to 1845 sketching birds and 
mammals. 

The 1804 Lewis and Clark 
expedition to the far west 
led to a new wave of artists 
and naturalists going 
farther into the new 
territory, starting with 
Capt. William Clark 
himself, who kept a journal 
of his adventure filled with 
drawings of the wildlife he 
encountered. The Lewis and 
Clark effort inspired Swiss- 
born Karl Bodmer to travel 
west in the 1830s, where he 
painted scenic panoramas 
and Indian life. 

George Catlin forsook his

career as a Philadelphia 
lawyer in 1832 to become 
the first person to record 
Indian life west of the 
Mississippi River in both 
pictures and writing. He 
left an artistic legacy of 470 
portraits and 700 sketches 
of Indians. 


As the U.S. grew, and 
boundaries were pushed 
farther west, a new set of 
artists painted the last 
vestiges of the wild west 
and detailed the beauty of 
the far west. Frederic 
Remington chronicled the 
end of the Indian era in his 
work. Albert Bierstadt and 
Thomas Moran painted 
landscapes that inspired 
Americans to consider a 
new conservation ethic. 


A Moran painting per- 
suaded Congress to 
designate Yellowstone as 
the world’s first national 
park in 1872, thereby signal- 
ing the beginning of a new 
conservation era. (The 
lasting value of the wildlife 
art of the late 1800s was 
recently underscored in an 
auction where the works of 
Bierstadt, Remington and

Moran sold for sums rang- 
ing from $45,000 to 
$130,000. ) 

The conservation art 
tradition extended into the 
20th Century with the work 
of men like J. ‘‘Ding’’ Darl- 
ing, first president of the 
National Wiidlife Federa- 
tion, and Walter Weber, 
both of whom contributed to 
the federation’s wildlife 
conservation stamp 
program. ‘‘The History of 
Wildlife in America’”’ 
rounds out. its art portfolios 
with the works of such 
modern-day artists as 
Roger Tory Peterson, the 
world-famous ornithologist. 

In discuss.ng the art 
collected for te book, art 
editor Jennifer Connor said, 
“The earliest paintings and 
sketches represent the first 
look people had at an exotic 
new world. They are an im- 
portant aspect of American 
history.” 

Connor was fortunate in 
obtaining some rare prints, 
such as the Catesby works 
“The copy of Catesby's 
‘Natural History’ that we 
borrowed from the rare

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You and Your Pet 


Picking a compatible pet

Although the majority of pet 
owners seem to prefer cats and 
dogs, the variety of animals suited 
for becoming household pets is enor- 
mous. Each species is unique in 
some way, with its own attractions 
and disadvantages. 

Before you buy any pet, it’s a good 
idea to make sure that it will be 
compatible with your lifestyle. 
First, how much room to you have? 
An apartment or small house can 
easily accommodate a cat, small 
dog, birds or fish. But it is unwise to 
try to match up a large, active uog 
with anything less than a large 
house, with room for outdoor exer- 
cise. 

Almost as important as space is 
your available time. Cats or dogs 


* should be fed every day and are not 


suitable for persons who are fre- 
quently away from horne. On the 
other hand, rodents (guinea pigs or 
hamsters) can be left alone with 
‘several days of dry food and water, 
and manage quite iiicely. And if you 
have enough natural greenery in the 
tank, fish may also not need any 
care for several days. 

If you are buying a pet for a child, 


make sure the pet is heaitiy by 
scheduling an early visit to the 
veterinarian. It is cruel to give a 
child a pet to love — only to have the 
pet and child suffer because of pre- 
existing disease. This examination 
will also physically safe-guard the 
child, since some bacterial and 
fungus diseases are transferabie 
from pets to people. 

If the pet is intended to be the scl< 
responsibility of your children, 
match up the animal with the child’s 
ability to care for it. Don’t expect an 
8-10 year old to groom a long-haired 
cat every day or to walk a St. Ber- 
nard. Small pets (box turtles, 
parakeets or fish) are much more 
manageable. 

Pets also make good companions 
for the elderly. A small, active 
breed of dog, for example, can 
provide an ideal reason for some 
needed daily exercise and some dai- 
ly cooking by its owner. Even for an 
invalid, pets can provide com- 
panionship and an interest to relieve 
the monotony of a restricted en- 
vironment. 

It’s not uncommon for people to 
purchase pets with an eye toward 
home decor. Brightly colored fish or 
birds can go far in extablishing an 
individualized look in your 


livingroom or den. But remember 
that brightly colored animals are 
often native to the tropics and de- 
mand more specialized care. 
Tropical fish need a carefully ad- 
justed tank temperature and com- 
patibility with others in the tank 
must also be taken imo aCronne: 
Birds are sirnilar in wieir nae j 
warmer vemperatirie gad 

foods. 

Exotic pets should no’, ne purchas- 
ed unless you are completely 
familiar with their special needs. 
Snakes and lizards do not need daily 
feedings, but they do prefer live 
food. Some reptiles may starve dur- 
ing cold seasons when insects and 
other natural foods are not 
available. Though they may be cute 
on television, monkeys can be 
destructive at home. Monkeys may 
also bé carriers of human disease. 
Some wild animals, like racoons, 
will need both canine and feline 
rabies and distemper shots. 

Regardiess of what pet you 
choose, remember that it is a living 
creature, dependent upon you for its 
well-being. It requires clean living 
quarters, regular feeding and ap- 
propriate medical attention. And 
most important, you pet will need 
love and attention if it is to thrive. 
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
